1997. The Parish Council agreed to a donation of 
£200 towards administration costs.

Welcome Home from Hospital 

A new hospital discharge scheme based at Addenbrookes 

Hospital is currently being set up. The scheme, which is man- 

aged by Care Network with joint funding from Health and 

Social Services, will offer short-term practical support to 

elderly people with no immediate care available on discharge 
from hospital. 

The scheme will not replace any statutory services but will 
complement them by providing a stop-gap until other services 
commence or until the person feels able to cope again. 
Initially, the scheme will cover patients living within a 10- 
mile radius of Addenbrookes but will be extended in the 
future if successful. 

The success of the scheme depends solely on the volun- 
teers providing the service so volunteers are now being 
sought urgently. Applications are welcomed from people with 
or without their own transport and all expenses will be reim- 
bursed. 

No particular skills are needed - just a caring nature, com- 
mon sense and a genuine liking for older people. The time 
commitment for each client is likely to be approximately an 
hour a day for an average of 2 to 3 days, which will involve 
simple tasks such as warming the house, making a hot drink 
or light meal, shopping etc. How frequently a volunteer is 
called upon will depend on the size of the area that particular 
volunteer is prepared to cover.

December Wildlife 

"Of all the trees that are in the wood, the holly 
bears the crown" 

Only the female holly tree bears the bright red 
berries which are so much a part of traditional 
Christmas decorations. As one of Britain's few 
native evergreen trees, the holly's leaves and 
berries were almost certainly used as a winter deco- 
ration in pre-Christian times. 

Being thick, with a waxy surface, the leaves 
resist water loss and last up to 4 years on the tree. 
Sharp spines on the lower leaves protect them 
frombrowsing animals, whilst the upper leaves are 
spineless. The holly is certinly an enduring tree that 
knows how to take care of itself. No wonder it 
"bears the crown"!

There are still some House Martins about 
down the footpaths, "gangs" of Greenfinches and 
Goldfinches are after the thistleheads, Robins are 
singing from the bushes and trees, letting other 
birds know of their whereabouts and proclaiming 
their "area". 

The hedgerows are heavy with fruit of all sorts, 
probably an old wives tale about laden bushes 
means a hard winter is coming... but my friend 
John Davey from Stetchworth has already told me 
of the first sightings of Bramblings on the Norfolk 
coast - this is, I've been assured, very early for 
them, and a possible hard winter is forecast - we'll 
see. 

The pond is very low at the moment, and will 
need filling up again. But first, James (my young 
helper) and I will need to carry out some badly 
needed management work (cutting a large percent- 
age of reedmace down, it being invasive and needs 
keeping in check). When that is done the pond will 
be filled again.

We start with a plea to parents and supporters. Some of 
our League teams, particularly the U10's and U14's, desper- 
ately need help before and after games with erection/disman- 
ting of goals, marking pitches, etc. Assistance is also 
required in running some of the teams, so please speak to 
your son's team manager to offer your help.
